~ Will Inflation Benefit ? 


One of the many results flowing out of the Great War was the develop- 
ment of a narrow nationalism which found expression in many ways and has 
had a profound effect upon not only national policies but in forms and 
methods of government. Out of the Great War grew an economic warfare 
more intense than in the years that preceded that titanic struggle. That 
economic war led to the use of tariffs, quotas, and other trade restrictions on 
a scale hitherto unknown. All nations engaged in it, some reluctantly, but 
because they were forced into it by the actions of other nations. 

As this economic warfare progressed it inevitably led to still another 
war,—a war of exchange. The value of the currency of one nation rose or fell 
in relation to the value of the currencies of other nations, and as it rose or 
fell it directly affected the trade of the nations as well as the whole financial 
structure of all, and the ability of one group of people to meet its obligations 
to another group. 

From this it was but a short step to a third form of warfare now being 
waged,—a war of currencies. Some nations,—most of them,—abandoned the 
gold standard, but a few still adhere to it. Then began the struggle of the 
currencies. Abandoning the gold standard was a measure of inflation. The 
next step was the more or less gradual reduction of the value of national 
currencies in terms of gold, the object being to raise prices which had fallen 
to a disastrously low ebb. In other words, policies of inflation were embarked 
upon. 

But always in war, no matter the nature of the struggle, one party or 
country always endeavors to outdo the other, It is so in physical warfare; it 
is true in any tariff war. It is equally true in a war of inflation. When one 
country embarks upon a policy of inflation, even though it be primarily as a 
matter of domestic concern alone, it immediately has repercussions in other 
countries. So when one country proceeds with a policy of inflation, and per- 
sists in it, sooner or later other countries will follow suit, and, in following 
suit, will, of course, seek to go other countries “one better.” 

Whatever may be said in favor of a degree of inflation on the one hand, 
or deflation on the other, to meet changing economic conditions,—and a 
country engaging in either the one policy or the other always proceeds on 
the assumption that great care will be exercised, and the policy fully con- 
trolled to prevent it getting out of hand,—the net result invariably is that it 
does get out of control, and the final stage of affairs is made worse rather 
than improved, and the process of financial recovery made more difficult and 
of longer duration, with losses made heavier.

Western Problems

time. As always, President Roosevelt is anxious to keep it within bounds, but 
there are great and powerful influences at work to carry it far beyond what 
the President desires and has in mind. Can the situation be controlled? When 
Congress re-assembles, indications are not lacking that great pressure will be 
applied to put the printing presses to work turning out billions of paper 
money, in addition to the present inflationary policy of decreasing the gold} 
value of the dollar. And Congress is still supreme in the United States. It 
conferred very extensive emergency powers upon the President, giving him 
almost dictatorial powers. But it can withdraw those powers, or it can itself 
go much farther than the President and his advisers deem it wise to go. 

And Canada cannot be indifferent to or prove immune from the effects | 
of United States policy, whatever it may be. Our trade and other relation- 
ships are too closely interwoven, and our financial undertakings, both public 
and private, so entwined that Canada will be directly affected. Whether we 
like it or not, Canadian policy must, of necessity, be governed to.some extent, 
—possibly a large extent.—by United States policy in this matter. 3 

Inflation and deflation, and their consequences, may be traced through- 
out the course of history, dating back to the years B.C., and the lessons of 
history teach us that inflation appears to have generally, if indeed, not 
always, ended in disaster. There was at first always the intention of control, 
but the movement usually ended by breaking all bounds. Increased purchas- 
ing power through inflation is only temporary; higher prices stimulate over- 
production and check consumption; new debts appear, and a return to sta- 
bility is increasingly difficult. 

The depression beginning in 1929 was preceded by wild speculation, en- 
couraged and made possible by an expansion of credit, but encouraged and | 
stimulated by installment selling on a scale never before witnessed. Many 
were the warnings issued at the time this wholesale expansion of credit, and 
unprecedented installment buying, was in progress. It could be seen by any- 
one willing to pause and consider that such installment buying,—all based on 
credit,—could not go on indefinitely; that a point must be reached when and 
where millions of individuals committed to installment payments would 
reach the end of their purchasing power, having used up all their credit and} 
pledged all their resources. The saturation point was reached late in 1929, 
and the crash followed. 

People had bought land, houses, motor cars, radios, equipment of all 
kinds, and many luxuries all on the promise to pay, weekly, monthly, yearly 
installments. The time came when they could make no more commitments, 
so production stopped, and with its stoppage, millions were thrown out of 
employment and were thus placed in a position where they could not meet 
their deferred installment payments. Prices fell, and everybody sustained 
losses. k 

Inflation might temporarily raise prices, just as speculation and install- 
ment buying,—which, after all, was inflation pure and simple,—did raise 
prices. But one form of inflation can not overcome the evils caused by 
another form of inflation.

His Grace explained that Albania, 
having no national currency of its 
own, is obliged to pay its officials on 
the basis of the gold franc. But since 
that pre-war phengmenon is rare to- 
day, English sovereigns, Turkish pias- 
tres, Italian lire, and even United 
States $5 and $10 gold pieces are em- 
ployed in addition to the old “‘Napo- 
leons” or “Louis.” 

Until the United States went off 
the gold standard, its paper dollar 
used to be regarded as the most solid 
currency circulating in the Balkans, 
and was employed to replace gold as 
a medium of exchange. Since its 
drop, however, the Albanians and 
others have gone back to the precious 
metal itself. : 

In all other Balkan countries the 
governments have confiscated all 
gold, replacing it by depreciable local 
paper currency. Heavy penalties are 


| imposed on those found trafficking in 


gold, or taking foreign exchange out 
beyond the borders.

Hospital Relief 


Policy Of Medical Aid For Saskatch- 
ewan Dry Areas 

Immediate inauguration of a policy 
of medical and hospital relief for the 
1933 drought area in Saskatchewan 
was announced by C. B. Daniel, gen- 
eral manager of the Saskatchewan 
relief commission. 


The plan provides for the consider-. 


ation by the commission of applica- 
tions from medical practitioners in 
this area for assistance in the matter 
of medical care for relief patients and 
for increased grants for the hospital- 
ization of indigent patients. 

The plan will be effective as from 
Nov. 1. Further details as to maxi- 
mum allowances and conditions of the 
advances will be given out at a later 
date. It is in line with the preliminary 
announcement made some time ago 
by Hon. F.. D. Munroe, Minister of 
Public Health.

DECEMBER 3 


PAUL IN EPHESUS 


Golden Text: “Blessed are they that 
have been persecuted for righteous- 
ness sake.”——Matthew 5:10. 


Lesson: Acts 18:18-20, 38. 
_— Reading: Isaiah 40:18- 


Explanations and Comments 


Preaching In The Synagogue And 
In The School Of Tyreanes, 19:8-10. 
—On his third missionary journey, 
Paul came to Ephesus, where he fol- 
lowed his customary method of 
speaking first to the Jews, and then 
to the Greeks. For three months in 
the synagogue he reasoned and per- 
suaded as to the things concerning 
the Kingdom—the subject of Jesus’ 
teaching. But instead of heeding his 
message, the Jews hardened their 
hearts, and some of them even spoke 
evil of “the Way” (used as a syn- 
onym for Christ‘anity; recall Acts 9: 
2). Paul was obliged to break with 
the Jews, leaving the synagogue for 
the lecture-room of Tyrannus, where 
many of them followed him. Tyran- 
nus Was probably a Gentile who had a 
school of philosophy. Paul may have 
seemed to the Ephesians to be one of 
the wandering professors of philoso- 
phy who were so numerous in the 
early Empire. In the lecture-room of 
Tyrannus from eleven to four, after 
Tyrannus had finished his lectures, 
Paul proclaimed unto his hearers 
Jesus the Christ. 

For two years Paul continued 
teaching in the school of Tyrannus, 
and “all that dwelt in Asia heard the 
word of the Lord, both Jews and 
Greeks.” Within easy reach of Ephe- 
sus were the other cities of the Ro- 
man Province of Asia (on the western 
shore of Asia Minor). During these 
years were probably founded the 
others of the Seven Churches of Asia 
of Revelation 1:4, 11. 

“Forty years after this Pliny in his 
famous letter to Trajan will say of 
Christianity: ‘For the contagion of 
this superstition has not only spread 
through cities, but also through vil- 
lages and country places’.”—A. T. 
Robertson. 

Special Cures, verses 11, 12.—Sick 
people were cured by mere contact 
with handkerchiefs or aprons which 
had touched Paul’s body, we are told. 
“The whole subject bristles with diffi- 
culties, since we do not even know 
ho wfar Paul countenanced the par- 
ticular cases here mentioned. That 
Paul was conscious of being on. occa- 
sion the medium of superhuman ener- 
gies we know from his own witness 
(Romans 15:18; 2 Corinthians 12:12). 
But Paul, himself, would surely have 
discouraged such unethical and mag- 
ical methods, so alien to faith as he 
understood its saving virtue. But, 
without his knowledge, the zeal of 
fresh converts and others conveyed 
to the sick in body and mind objects 
which, having been in contact with 
his person, had, relative to the crude 
but intense faith and expectancy of 
the recipients, a healing value. What 
exactly Paul thought in the matter 
we do not know.”—Bartlett.

‘Tests New Diving Bell 


Fantastic Robot Of U.S. Navy Goes 
To Great Depths 


The United States navy has com- 
pleted preliminary tests of a fantastic 
robot diving bell, represented as able 
to plunge into the ocean, pick up 4 
dome or a twenty-five-foot locomotive 
crane, and carry workers into depth: 
heretofore beyond their reach in s:l- 
vaging submarines and saving lives. 

The pear-shaped, two-armed con- 
trivance, invented by E. J. Romano 
of Seattle, is radically different in di- 
mensions, outlines, grappling hooks 
and lights from ordinary diving ap- 
paratus, 

The device has been manipula‘ei 
more than 850 feet under water and 
tested to withstand pressure deeper 
than 1,500 feet; in contrast to the 
100-foot operations of average divers 
in old-style equipment. 

The advantages of the device, the 
inventor says, are the delicacy otf 
touch of the grappling irons—they 
have been used to drive tacks cnd 
play cards, yet they have tons of 
crushing force—the great depths tc 
which it can descend and the unique 
lighting system, effective at greater 
depths, he claims, than any other 
known. 


Germany Protects Titles

Ottawa, Ont.—Action to impose an 
exchange dumping duty on imports 
from the United States “of a class or 
kind made in Canada” was taken by 
the Dominion government. 

The government declared the United 
States dollar to possess a value of 100 
cents Canadian currency for duty pur- 
poses. The effect of this is that the 
difference between the current rate of 
exchange and par will be collectable 
as an exchange dumping duty on im-

Other Improvement Noted 

London, Eng.—From several direc- 
tions have come indications of the 
United Kingdom's steady advance in 
greater industrial activity. 

All four of Britain’s great railway 
groups issued traffic figures showing 
considerable gains over those for the 
corresponding week last year. A “buy 
British” train will start early in the 
new yearon a tour coverinng the 
whole southern district and part of 
the northern district of England, call- 
ing at 60 important commercial cen- 
tres. 

Savings banks reported greater 
business and revenue from amuse- 
ment taxes was said to have risen. 

A great steel firm will begin im- 
mediately work to supply more than 
80 miles of steel pipe for Jerusalem, 
which, from the days of King Herod, 
has depended for its water supply on 
wells and springs. Another firm has 
received a contract worth more than 
$1,000,000 to equip telephone ex- 
changes in Lithuania. 


Federal Aid 


Financial Assistance For Saskatch- 
ewan Government Considered 
At Ottawa 
Ottawa, Ont.—Financial assistance 
to the Saskatchewan government was 
considered by the Dominion cabinet 
and action taken, but no details could 
be secured. The prairie province will 
have as difficult a problem this win- 
ter as it faced last year, because of 
the drouth and grasshopper plague 
which caused an almost complete crop 

failure. 

Representations were made to the 
Dominion Government some days ago 
seeking assistance along the same 
lines as last winter. 

It is understood the government 
took action Thursday to advance a 
portion of the money the province 
will need to care for the farmers in 
the stricken areas, and that further 
relief will be granted from time to 
time. 

Two officials of the government re- 
cently concluded a tour of Saskatch- 
ewan crop-failure areas and made a 
report which indicated that the relief 
costs in that province would be as 
heavy this winter as last.

Share Manitoba Coal Contracts 
Winnipeg, Man.—Coal mines in 
Baskatchewan, Alberta, and the 
Crow's Nest Pass section of British 
Columbia will benefit through the 
award of contracts by the Manitoba 
government for 16,000 tons of coal.

Germany Asks Return 
Of Saar Territory 


Greatest Obstacle To Accord With 
France States Hitler 

Paris, France.—A government 
spokesman sald that the French door 
is wide open to Chancellor Hitler, of 
Germany, if he cares to proffer an 
olive branch. 

This authoritative invitation was 
made as a comment on an interview 
with the German chief by Fernand 
| De Brinon, a close friend of former 
Premier, Edouard Daladier, published 
in the newspaper, Le Matin. 

The interview quoted Hitler as of- 
fering peace and security to France 
in return for equality for Germany. 

Le Matin said Hitler visualized the 
greatest obstacle to accord between 
France and Germany as the question 
of the Saar Territory, now held by 
France. The French government 
spokesman said, “the question is 
whether Chancellor Hitler will submit 
to the supervision of the armaments 
we know he 1s building.” 

“I am convinced,” said Hitler, 
“that once the question of the Saar 
—which ig German land—has been 
settled, there is nothing, absolutely 
nothing, which can oppose Germany 
to France.” 

Despite Germany’s desire to avoid 
war, which the chancellor said ‘would 
settle nothing and only make worse 
the state of the world,” Hitler reiter- 
ated his intention not to return to the 
League of Nations. 

It “has aggravated instead of clear- 
ing up the misunderstandings of the 
world,’ "he said. 


Likely To Be Ignored 


No Comment Made On Outburst By 
British Labor Member 
London, Eng.—Apparently nothing 
more will be heard of the occurrence 
in the House of Lords as parliament 
opened when John McGovern, fiery 
Labor leftwinger, burst out in front 
of the King and Queen and the as- 
sembled nobility of England, at the 
conclusion of the speech from the 
throne, with a denunciation of the 
peers and peeresses as “parasites” liv- 
ing on the wealth created by the peo- 
ple “while the people starve.” 

The House of Commons adjourned 
debate on the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne without any 
reference to the incident being heard 
in the House.

Ottawa, Ont.—A kindly and aggres- 
sive personality in child welfare work, 
Dr. Helen MacMurchy has been re- 
tired from the Department of Pen- 
sions and National Health. Since 1920 
she has been chief of the division of 
child welfare in Ottawa. She is tak- 
ing up her residence in Toronto. 

Last summer Dr. MacMurchy made 
a notable speech in Winnipeg before 
the Federated Women’s Institutes of 
Canada on “The Mother, the Children 
and the New World Order.” It is a 
gripping address which was later cir- 
culated in printed form throughout 
‘ne country. 

Dr. MacMurchy has written some 
25 books and pamphlets. She grad- 
uated from the University of Tcronto 
in 1901 and d‘d post graduate work in 
famous hospitals of the United S‘ates. 

As head of the Child Welfare di- 
vision here, she was energetic in the 
prevention of infantile paralysis. 


DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE TO 
TAKE RECESS 


Geneva, Switzerland.—Formal work 
of the world disarmament conference 
was suspended until mid-January, by a 
vote of its steering committee, to 
permit diplomatic negotiations a’med 
at saving the parley and getting Ger- 
many back. 

The committee accepted unani- 
mously a statement by Arthur Hen- 
derson, British chairman of the con- 
ference, that there shall be “parallel 
and supplementary effort between the 
various states and the full use of dip- 
lomatic machinery conducted energet- 
ically to advance in every possible 
way the work of the conference.” 

It was learned that France partic- 
ularly is inclined to draw a parallel 
between the political positions of Ger- 
many, which withdrew from the dis- 
cussions last month, and Japan, and 
{s convinced that disarmament efforts, 
to succeed, must be of universal scope. 
In this British delegates were said to 
concur. 

The full negotiations, it was learn- 
ed, will be directed toward rebuilding 
a Franco-British joint policy and then 
be extended to Italy and finally to 
Germany. 

It was authoritatively stated that 
Great Britain and France, without 
agreeing on details, had already 
reached an understanding on their ex- 
pected common policy based on a 
principle that they will not be in- 
fluenced by any German “threat.” 

Premier Mussolini, of Italy, who 
is known to have suggested a four- 
power parley in Italy, was pointed to 
@s a possible mediator between 
France and Britain on the one hand 
and Germany on the other.

Fourteen Including Chief Pilot And

Moscow, Russia. A despatch from 
Kharkov said the newly-constructed 
aeroplane, K-7, said to be the largest 
aeroplane for overland flying in the 
world, crashed there, killing 14 per- 
sons. 

The dead were reported to include 
the chief pilot and mechanic and sev- 
eral Kharkov aviation officials, but 
beyond thesé bare facts no details 
were given. The craft was a six- 
motored monoplane without the or- 
thodox fuselage. 

Instead, all accommodations for 
luggage and fuel space, as well as 
controls, were in the wings.

Wheat Carryover 


Expect To Effect Reduction By End 
Of Crop Year 
Ottawa, Ont.—Canada will probably 
be able to reduce its wheat carryover 
by the end of the present crop year, 
July 31 next. United States w'll 
| doubtless be successful in materially 
| reducing its wheat stores by that 
date. This was forecast by the Domin- 
fon Bureau of Statistics in a report 
| issued recently. 
Australia will have a crop this 
year of possibly 165,000,000 bushels. 
Last year it was 210,000,000. Argen- 
tine may raise 200,000,000 bushels. 
Add the production estimates of the 
four countries together and the total 
is considerably below a year ago. 
On the other hand, Europe has 
wn more wheat. The latest esti- 
, mate places the total European crop 
-at 1,645,000,000 bushels this year. 
Last year it was 1,480,000,000. The 
heavy European crop is limiting ex- 
ports to those countries.

REFORM OF THE 
HOUSE OF LORDS 


London, Eng.—Conservative back- 
benchers in the House of Commons 
fired the opening shot of what was 
seen as an intensive campaign for re- 
form of the House of Lords. They 
launched their offensive during the 
debate on the reply to the speech 
from the throne. 


It was evident reformers in both 
Houses would attempt to induce the 
governmegt to tackle the question te 
fore the next general election, tak- 
ing the view the make-up of tae 
House of Lords is such as to throw 
the country’s constitution out of bal- 
ance and lay the House of Lords open 
to abolition in the event of a Socialist 
majority in the House of Commons. 
So far Conservative members of the 
House of Lords have been unable to 
agree among themselves on a meas- 
ure of reform. 

In reply to the urgings of the 
would-be reformers, Conservative 
Leader Stanley Baldwin delivered a 
10-minute speeca in which he said the 
government had not even considered 
the question and that he was con- 
vinced the House of Commons would 
never consent to granting the Lords 
powers which might put their House 
in a position of equality or superior- 
ity with the Commons. 


May Appoint Commission 


Clearing Up Of Natural Resources 
Question Deemed 

Ottawa, Ont.—The cabinet is con- 
sidering the advisability of appoint- 
ing one or two commissions to clear 
up the natural resources question be- 
tween the Dominion and Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta. It is learned that 
the advisability of dealing with this 
question was discussed at length and 
that the consensus of opinion among 
ministers was for early action. 

One point to be decided is if a 
single commission could deal with the 
claims of both provinces or if sep- 
arate commissions should be appoint- 
ed. It is felt here that the work 
would be facilitated and danger of 
later disputes minimized if one man 
acted as chairman in both inquir‘es. 
Moreover, it is altogether likely that 
the government will nominate the 
same commissioner and the same 
counsel to look after the Dominion’s 
interests. Each province, however, 
would be entitled to separate repre- 
sentation.

Cannot Be Blamed For Present Bit- 
terness States Vatican Paper 

Rome, Italy—The Vatican news- 
paper Osservatore Romano printed a 
strong defence of the League of Na- 
tions from which Italy’s imminent 
withdrawal has been hinted. 

The Osservatore advised against at- 
tempts to reconstruct the league at 
present ‘‘when there are so many di- 
visions among the peoples.” 

Reasons for the “present bitter- 
ness,” it added, cannot entirely and in 
justice be attributed to the league. 

The Osservatore Romano's attitude 
was in marked contrast to that of the 
Italian press which has bitterly critic- 
ized the league and has hinted broad- 
ly that Italy will abandon it.

Paris Has Deep Well 


Sunk 2,850 Feet And Is Fed From 
Subterranean Water 

Paris is boasting that it has now 
the deepest well in the world. This 
new source of supply for the north- 
eastern corner of the city is sunk 2,- 
850 feet and will yield 1,600,000 gal- 
long a day. The well is fed from a 
sheet of subterranean water that ex- 
tends at a variable depth under the 
French capital.

A glimpse into the palace room 
where secretaries sort ahd open the 
royal correspondence revealed a num- 
ber of baskets spilling over with 
communications from all parts of the 
world. There were letters from 
cranks, millionaires, professional alms 
chasers, black potentates in Africa 
and even from cowboys west of the 
Rockies. 

Across the face of many envelopes 
was the hopeful scrawl: “Personal 
and private. Not to be opened by sec- 
retary.” Yet a rare few only get by 
unopened, for the password is a se- 
cret mark known only to the prince’s 
intimate friends. 

Among the strange contributions 
found in the prince’s mail bag once 
every week until recently was a sor- 
did package containing an old news- 
paper, a piece of string and a few 
shreds of cheap tobacco. The con- 
tents never varied and never included 
a message. The package was posted 
each time from one of the London 
suburbs. 

Equally mysterious is the missive 
which arrives reguarly every month. 
Addressed to the Prince of Wales, it 
has been posted each time since the 
armistice in 1918 from Hamburg. 

When the envelope is torn open 
there is no letter, but always a 100- 
mark note. The hand-addressed en- 
velope is a man’s writing and gives 
evidence of German nationality. The 
money is automatically paid into one 
of the charitable funds in which the 
prince is interested. 

Every day since 1932 comes a letter 
containing a scriptural text, generally 
copied fro mthe Book of Revelaticns. 
The letters are postmarked Glasgow, 
| but all attempts to trace the sender 
have failed.

The ac- 
cepted causes and events are then 
carefully marked down in the prince's 
appointment calendar.

Peat Bog Good Preservative 


Old Coat Found In England Still In 
Fafr Condition

Cover Over Two Acres 

Details of the proposed Empire 
swimming pool at Wembley have 
been outlined and it is stated that 
the building will be nearly half as 
large again as Albert Hall. It will 
be 420 feet long and 240 feet in width, 
and will cover an area of more than 
two acres. 

Its roof span will be 240 feet — 
80 feet wider than the Main Hall at 
Olympia. The arena will be 300 feet 
by 88 feet, and the pool its:If 200 
feet long and 60 feet wide, with a 
maximum depth of 16 feet. From the 
level of the arena to the apex of the 
roof will be approximately 90 feet. 

Wembley Stadium, Ltd., is provid- 
ing the whole of the money, estimated 
at $750,000, for this new enterprise. 
It is intended to open the pool for the 
aquatic events of the British Empire 
Games in August next year. 

There will be accommodation for 
more than 8,000 spectators, each of 
whom will have an upholstered tip-up 
seat. Wave-making machinery, which 
will cause the water to break on slop- 
ing “beaches” at either side of the 
pool, and under-water illumination, 
will aid in the lure to the bathers, 
who will also have a dance floor and 


fully licensed buffets provided for 
them. 


Erect Sub-Arctic Mission 


Work Of Two Priests At Repulse Bay 
Nearing Completion 


Finishing touches are being given 
to a new mission of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church at Repulse Bay, lonely 
northern outpost, high up in the bar- 
ren lands. Its. construction is the 
work of Father Armande Chabeaut 
and Rev. Father Pierre Henry. 

Lumber and material for the build- 
ing were taken in this summer from 
Churchill, 800 miles to the south. The 
mission will be a welcome addition 
to this small settlement situated at 
the southern tip of Melville Island. 
Priests will minister principally to fur 
traders and nomadic bands of Eski- 
mos who make frequent visits. 

Repulse Bay nestles just south of 
the Height of Land. It was crossed 
and recrossed during the thrilling 
hunt for the lost MacAlpine party in 
1929, and has been known to explor- 
ers since 1619. Visitors from the 
“outside” are not numerous.
